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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants' amendments and remarks submitted August 13, 2010 have been 
entered and considered. The amendments and remarks are persuasive to place the 
application in condition for allowance. 

The instant claims are drawn to a specific patient population suffering from 
chronic mechanical back pain which is not disclosed or suggested by Fox of record. 
Fox of record in his results (page 6 [0103]) that pamidronate was ineffective in reversing 
inflammatory mechanical hyperalgesia. Therefore, there is no expectation of success of 
treating chronic mechanical back pain specifically defined by instant specification page 
7, with administration of pamidronate that is taught to be ineffective in reversing 
mechanical hyperalgesia in rats. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
